: E World Guernsey Conference is held every three years. For 

those interested in this event in the future, the 2010 confer- 

ence will be held in Canada and the 2013 one will be back at 
the birthplace of the breed, the Island of Guernsey. For many, the 
three weeks of conference tours and the chance to visit a far off land 
and see Guernseys are the main highlight of the conference. Dale 
Jensen reports on these tours later in this issue. One of the most 
important aspects of these tri-annual get-togethers is the conference 
itself. There are three full days packed with presentations and meet- 
ings concerning just about anything you can imagine related to the 
Guernsey cow. I’ll give a brief overview of the official part of the 
conference here. 

The conference delegates received a welcome from Mr. John 
McKew, Manager of industry relations for Dairy Australia and an 
address from our own World Federation President Ray Fiebiger, an 
energetic and able leader for our group. 

Robert Poole, our moderator for the first part of our conference 
and the Deputy CEO and Policy Director of Australian Dairy Farm- 
ers, gave an excellent overview of the Australian dairy industry. It 
is always interesting to see and hear the various challenges that face 
the dairy industry in different countries. In the case of Australia, 
water issues are at the forefront for many dairymen, with a pair of 
severe droughts stacked on top of each other and salinity problems 
with much of the ground water. Deregulation has changed the face of 
the industry as much as anything in recent years, with margins ever 
tighter as price supports were removed. 

Professor Jan Philipsson of Interbull in Upsala, Sweden, talked 
about the advances in selection for health and fertility traits in dairy 
cattle. Using the experience of the Scandanavian breeds and their 
longtime work in this area, he stressed that selecting for health and 
fertility can add to the longevity of a population. 

Each country with a delegate was given time to report on the 
state of the breed in their respective country. Particularly poignant 
was a letter from Guernsey breeders in Zimbabwe, who have had 
their farm and cattle confiscated by the government. Forced to watch 
people installed by the government farm their land, they remain 
hopeful that political tides will turn, allowing them to resume their 
breeding of the Guernsey cow. 

One of the most exciting presentations of the conference was a 
joint presentation by Ross Hopper, of Maleny Dairy in Australia, and 
Reuben Kotze of Langrietvlei Guernsey Stud in South Africa. Both 
are marketing all the milk from their large herds themselves. They 
explained the challenges and the successes they have experienced in 
these endeavors. Both give credit to the Guernsey cow for providing 
them with a differentiated product that provides just the right mar- 
keting niche. This presentation was followed up the next day with 
a group discussion, allowing more information to be gleaned from 
these entrepreneurs. 

Dr. John Mozier and myself gave a presentation entitled “What 
Kind of Guernsey Cow For The Future.” In it we stressed the traits 
and qualities that will allow cows to live long lives. The informa- 
tion we presented further emphasized points made the previous day

ne of the things I look for when 
(pcre how a bull's daughters 

are turning out, is how they com- 
pare with their dam. So often we are quick 
to lay the blame or give credit to the sire of 
an animal, when actually he represents just 
half of the genes of that animal. Sometimes 
we rely on a bull to work miracles and it 
just does not happen. 

Penny Lane Royal Oak Turley has been 
doing a really good job at making improve- 
ments from dam to daughter. I have seen 
about 12 milking Turley daughters and of 
those 12 I have seen seven or eight of their 
dams. In each case, the Turley daughter was 
significantly better than her dam. The one 
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common trait I have observed in the Tur- 
ley daughters is their frames. The Turleys 
are strong and wide with good substance 
of bone. I really like the width through the 
pins. Their udders are shallow with strong 
udder cleft. I would like to tighten the fore 
udder on some of the Turley daughters. 21 
daughters are classified thus far and the 
lowest score is 75. This is very impres- 
sive for a group of first-crop daughters of a 
young sire. I expect Turley to be released in 
August after adding a few more daughters 
and increasing his reliability. 

There were no new releases on the ac- 
tive A.I. list in May. Turley, Flambeau 
Manor Option Lucas-ET and Sniders Valor 
Aliance-ET are three bulls that may get re- 
leased in the future, depending on how their 
proof changes when adding more daughters. 

It won't be too long before daughters of 
the early Regis and Tiller sons start freshen- 
ing. I know I am looking forward to see- 
ing how these bulls turn out! Daughters of 
Riverwood Tiller Khan have been very im- 
pressive this spring as heifers. We have sold 
several at sales that have the right combi- 
nation of dairyness and strength. They also 
have correct feet and legs. 

Daughters of Jens Gold Regis Z Spe- 
cial-ET and Edgewater Meadows Yogibear- 
ET have also been favorites among breed- 
ers. Daughters of both bulls are showing 


deep, open ribs and good feet and legs. The 
Yogibear daughters are very strong with a 
lot of substance. 

Just a reminder to all breeders... When 
you have a bull out of your high CPI cows 
or just one of the best cows in your herd, 
please let me know about them. You never 
know when one of the young sire groups 
may be interested in one of them. We want 
to continue to sample as many young sires 
as possible and improve our diversity at the 
same time.

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Brookleigh Guernseys - Succeeding Down Under

my Cleggett is the most unabashed 

promoter of Guernsey cows you are 

likely to find in the southern hemi- 
sphere. Although she is just a teenager, it 
is obvious that she is an integral part of 
the operation at Brookleigh Guernseys 
in Glencoe, South Australia. Well-spoken 
and outgoing, she loves to show cattle and 
is eager to show off the family’s large herd 
along with her parents, ardent breed promot- 
ers themselves. For our visit as part of the 
World Conference Tours, the Cleggett fam- 
ily —Amy, her parents Lyndon and Joyce and 
her brothers Rick and Keith - had separated 
their 350 milking Guernseys in the pastures 
from the 80 or so black and white cows, so 
that we might see the striking sight of such a 
large group of grazing Guernseys against the 
lush grass the farm so intensively manages. 
Amy playfully suggests to her father that 
they could keep the black and whites away 
for good and it wouldn’t break her heart. Her 
father, Lyndon, seems to consider the pos- 
sibility before mentioning the crossbreeding 
being done with those cows and his goal of 
one day milking over 400 pure Guernseys. 

The Brookleigh Stud, as purebred op- 
erations are called in Australia, was begun 
in the 1960’s by Gilbert and Enid Cleggett. 
In 1976 the herd was moved onto a differ- 
ent farm and, in 1981, Lyndon and Joyce 
took over the farm from Lyndon’s parents. 
Gil took a job as a classifier for the Hol- 
stein Friesan Association of Australia. Lyn- 
don and Joyce purchased part of the farm 
in 1991, but sold it in 1998 to purchase a 
larger property more than 250 miles to the 
south in Glencoe. This 415-acre farm is 
now home to Brookleigh Guernseys. 

The new acreage was a beef and sheep 
operation and had to be converted to a dairy 
farm. A new, 50-stall rotary parlor was in- 
stalled and an extensive system of newly 
fenced grazing paddocks and cow lanes was 
installed. This included laying over nine 
miles of waterline to provide access to water 
in every pasture. The building that houses 
the milking parlor is nearly the only farm 
building on the place. Its large, cavernous in- 
terior houses the rotary parlor as well as the 
huge bulk tank, located about 20 feet from 
the parlor. An office, full of state-of-the-art 
computer systems that monitor milk produc- 
tion from the parlor for each cow, offers a 
direct view of the milking process. The cows 
spend all their time on pasture and are fed

some grain in the parlor. Using a center-pivot 
irrigation system, the Cleggetts are excellent 
managers of their grass resources. Our tour 
group was treated to an abbreviated pasture 
walk as the agronomist that works with the 
herd explained her plan for achieving maxi- 
mum feed value from the grass grown on the 
farm. While unirrigated land all around the 
cow fields showed the effects of a prolonged 
drought, the managed pastures were incred- 
ibly lush and green. 

One of the more remarkable notes in the 
history of Brookleigh was the Top 40 Sale, 
held in 1993. Farmers in Australia struggle

with salinity in the water in many areas. To 
solve their own challenge with this issue, 

the Cleggetts needed to run a water pipe- 
line nearly three miles from a nearby lake. 
The problem was to find a way to fund such 
a project. After some serious soul-search- 
ing, they decided to sell the very best 40 
cows from their 100-cow herd. The sale was 
a resounding success, one of the highest in 
Australian history, averaging over $2,800 and 
sending quality Guernsey cows to five differ- 
ent Australian states. It was a big risk to take 
for this young couple but one they list as the 
best decision they could have made for the 
long-term viability of the farm. Since then, 
and following the move to Glencoe, the herd 
has grown to over 350 milking Guernseys. 
In 2002 the Cleggetts purchased an addi- 
tional 80 acres of land, which had a herd of 
Holsteins and Guernsey crosses on it. Since 
then they have been breeding this group to 
Guernsey sires with a heavy focus on US 
and Canadian sires, while maintaining a de- 
votion to sampling Australian-bred sires. 

The hard work of the Cleggetts in devel- 
oping an exceptional group of Registered 
Guernseys has been validated repeatedly 
in the showring. They have been the Most 
Successful Exhibitor (Premier Exhibitor) at 
the Adelaide Royal Show an astounding 32 
years straight and have earned the Premier 
Breeder Award at the Melbourne, Sydney 
and Adelaide Royal Shows. 

At Australian shows the entire show cul- 
minates with a naming of Supreme Cham- 
pion cow and heifer in addition to some 
Supreme group classes. Lyndon lists as 
his personal highlight the Adelaide Royal 
in 1987 when the farm won Supreme All 
Breeds Cow with Brookleigh TCF Belinda 
and Supreme Junior Champion All Breed 
Heifer with Brookleigh GH Comet. Brook- 
leigh has won each award once since then. 

Before our visit to the farm, the Cleggetts 
had separated 42 of their favorites into one 
pasture so that the tour group would be 
sure to see the highlights of the herd. While 
these 42 provided an impressive sight, it 
was no trouble to find outstanding cattle 
from among the remaining 300 head. 

Current outstanding cows include my fa- 
vorite, Brookleigh BQ Adorable, VG-88, a 
Quebec from a Fayette dam; Brookleigh BQ 
Amazing, VG-89, winner of the Aged Cow 
class at the World Conference Show and, 
Brookleigh Nitros Irish Cream, VG-89, a 


4-year-old from Ouebec dam, the Reserve

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Director's World Conference Review 


Dale Jensen, AGA Director for District 
Four and WGCF Respresentative gives a 
detailed report of the recent World Guern- 
sey Conference (WGC). 

would like to take this opportunity 

[: thank all the people from Australia 

that were involved in organizing and 
implementing the recent WGC tour and 
conference during the month of March. Spe- 
cial thanks to our driver John Cronshaw of 
Fantastic Aussie Tours, Marjory Bently our 
tour leader, Kathleen Grosser the conference 
coordinator, Ray and Geraldine Fiebiger the 
conference president, and the many Austra- 
lian Guernsey breeders that hosted us. There 
were breeders from England, Guernsey, 
Canada, South Africa, New Zealand, and 24 
from the US for a total of about 60. 

We left home with snow on the ground 
and —20F weather and arrived to 4 days of 
humid 90F temperatures in Queensland. 
The rest of the trip the weather was very 
comfortable. The trip was a nice mix of 
unsurpassed hospitality and food (break- 
fast buffets, tea, lunch/picnics, tea, and 
dinners, many hosted on the farms), warm 
weather, beautiful scenery (no roadside 
cleanup needed here), clean cities, shop- 
ping, Guernsey cows and breeders. 

The first farm we visited was Kevin- 
dale Guernseys located in the Mary River 
Basin Kandanga. This young new breeder 
Kevin Cochran, had a few good show ani- 
mals as part of a 700-cow commercial dairy 
operated by his parents, John & Margaret. 
The farm was in danger of being flooded by 
a proposed dam. Here we learned the Aus- 
sie salute. Their flies are like our gnats - in 
your face! 

Warren Gibson’s Glencrest Guernseys, 
Mooloo, with its lush green, very hilly, pas- 
toral setting was our next stop. Highlights 
of his herd were two extremely sound Ex- 
cellent cows over 10 years-old in a herd of 
100 cows and a super group of heifers. 

Next stop was at the Hopper’s Ellen- 
dean Guernseys, Maleny, where they milk 
Guernseys and Saanen goats. They process 
their milk and that of three other farms into 
the popular full cream 5%, cream line, and 
flavored milks including chocolate, coffee 
and banana as well as yogurts. Sold on the 
farm and in local stores it is marketed under 
the brand name Maleny Dairies. Their farm 
is open to guided tours three days a week 
and involves three generations of their fam- 
ily. We wish them continued success for 
utilizing Guernsey milk and marketing its 
outstanding characteristics. 

A unique show was held in Queensland 
where area breeders brought in about 70 
head of Guernseys. Judges from six coun- 
tries were selected and their placings were 
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Dale and Tressa Jensen with a Black 
Swan which Australia is famous for. 


compared and discussed after each class. 
Roland Ripley represented the USA. At the 
end of the show, the best vesseled (udder) 
cow was selected and there was unanimous 
agreement on this aged cow from the Hop- 
per’s herd. 

During this part of the tour we also saw 
the Ginger Factory, Yandina; the Australia 
Zoo, home of Crocodile Hunter, the late Steve 
Irwin & family, Beerwah; the Gold Coast 
area; and stayed at a motel in Miami Beach. 

The next herd we visited was Chub & 
Ella Crosthwaite’s Tweedside Guernseys and 
Holsteins, Murwillumbah. This herd featured 
several Luxury daughters, as well as Storm, 
Admiral, Velour and Lorry daughters. 

We then journeyed through the hippie 
town of Nimbin on our way to Sunny Valley 
Guernseys, Lismore, of Allan & Julie Clark 
& family. Their cows were on a wooded hill- 
side lot. Many fancy cows were seen here 
including a cow family featuring an outstand- 
ing Streaks Victor daughter with “well shaded 
teats,” Aussie for correct teat placement. 

We then drove up some very steep ter- 
rain through clouds and light mist 800 me- 
ters high to visit Julie & Michael Moore 
at Meadow Vale Guernsey stud, Dorrigo. 
It rained over two inches while we were 
there. This area gets 70-100 inches of rain 


a year. The extra rain is why they moved 
there. Some ventured out into the rain to see 
a group of outstanding bred heifers. Later 
that day we visited Dallas & Juliet Clark’s 
Kookaburra Guernseys at Maitland. They 
had about 50 Guernseys in a 450-cow free 
stall set up. We saw some nice cows includ- 
ing those they were going to show at the 
World Guernsey show. 

We then spent a day in Sydney and 
saw the Opera House, Harbor Bridge and 
walked through China town to the Skyline 
Tower, which had a panoramic view of the 
city and harbor. In the evening we went on a 
dinner cruise and watched the fireworks put 
on for two cruise ships in the harbor. 

March 8th we visited the McArthur 
Research farm where they were researching 
robotic milking on a grazing dairy. They 
were averaging only 1.8 milkings a day per 
cow. At Belgenny historic farm, Camden, 
we watched a herding dog demonstration, 
whip cracking demo, and shearing on a 
herd of Merino sheep. The sheep still pos- 
sessed the original genetics and character- 
istics from when they were imported 200 
years ago due to random mating only. This 
area of Australia was very dry highlands as 
we traveled on to our next farm visit. Our 
new grandson Dawson Eugene Jensen ar- 
rived back in Wisconsin - 7]b. 8 oz! 

Riverton Park Guernsey Stud owned by 
Ian & Sherrie Gallus, Strathmerton, was our 
next stop. They had about 140 milking cows, 
all Guernsey. They had a cow family headed 
by a very nice 17-year-old cow with three 
more generations of offspring. They used 
mainly homebred sires with occasional AI. 
There were some Shenmont Agni Fortune 
older cows and he was using Challenge. 

March 10th started with a morning 
breakfast cruise on the Murray River, Echu- 
ca, on a wood-fueled steam paddleboat. 
Then it was on to the World Guernsey Con- 
ference show. Before the show I was invited 
to participate in a young sire meeting, as 
was Digby Gible of England and an AI dis- 
tributor from Agri Genes was also present. 
We discussed the bulls they were hoping 
to sample - Marglyn Action Mervyn and 
Brookleigh Bravado. We talked about the 
possibility of getting some of their young 
sire semen into other countries and they in 
turn getting some semen from English & Is- 
land young sires. They can get some young 
sire semen from the US through their Al 
distributors already. I think they could pos- 
sibly move some of their young sire semen 
through our Dairybelt and United young sire 
groups like we do with the bulls we sample 
independently already. What are your ideas 
or comments? We agreed each country 
should have a young sire coordinator. 
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The show was spectacular with its out- 
door setting in a Eucalyptus tree-shaded 
show ring. There were 142 Guernseys from 
every state in AU, even across the water 
from Tasmania. There were national show- 
quality animals in every class. Murry Re- 
issner of Canada judged the show. Crimson 
Dairy Rose Blossom, a Magicman daugh- 
ter was Grand Champion and Best Vessel. 
Many of the ringside "experts" liked Mur- 
ry’s Reserve Champion equally or even 
better. Brookleigh Nitros Irishcream was 
the Intermediate Champion. One difference 
in their heifer classes, they have classes up 
to 2% years and just one class for calves 
under | year. There were quite a few Tiller 
heifers. The cow classes went to 7-Years- 
Old and over. It was truly a great show that 
culminated with a dinner and program at 
the fairgrounds. 

Sunday began with an interdenomina- 
tional Church service in the motel parking 
lot led by Catherine Bond. Later in the day 
we visited Lawarra Guernseys, Tallyga- 
roopna owned by Rob & Julie Bananno. We 
saw their show animals and dry cows and 
some heifers. Their milk cows are currently 
being farmed out, as Rob is a veterinarian 
currently living in Michigan doing embryo 
research work at Michigan State University 
and Green Meadow Farms. 

Glenally Guernseys owned by Glenn 
and Sally Tivendale, Murhison, was our 
next stop. They are a young couple that re- 
cently purchased a neighboring farm with 
newer milking facilities and have room to 
grow their herd. They irrigated with chan- 
nel water from the Murray River but had

dug a bore (well) to water their 
cows from. They too had a good 
herd, which featured an 88 point 
Jetlag daughter they were plan- 
ning to flush. 

The next four days were spent 
traveling and seeing many tour- 
ist attractions. Some interesting 
places were Lake Wendouree, site 
of the 2000 Olympics but now 
dry due to the severe drought; 
the Ballarat Botanical Gardens; 
Sovereign Hill (an 1851 gold rush 
mining tour); and a tram ride in 
Bendigo before traveling along 
the Great Ocean Road to Port 
Campbell National Park, the site 
of the Twelve Apostles limestone 
formations. 

March 16th we visited three more 
farms at Glencoe and literally saw 
several hundred Guernseys. West- 
damma Guernseys owned by Mat- 
thew Seeliger had about five cows 
and six heifers, all descended 
from one cow he had gotten from 
Gilbert Cleggett. He had flushed 
her to expand his herd faster. 
They were part of about 250 Hol- 
steins. They were ready to build a 
50-cow rotary parlor this year. Donnybrook 
Guernsey owned by Craig & Cate Cleggett 


had about 70 Guernseys with the balance of 


their herd being Holsteins and some cross- 
breds. They had several outstanding cows 
to view. They milked the Guernseys in their 
32-cow rotary parlor while we watched. 
They also had a manure solids separa- 
tor and an automated milk calf feeder. A 
short distance away was the herd of Lyndon 
and Joyce Clegget’s Brookleigh Guern- 
seys with over 350 Guernsey cows. They 
had several quality daughters of the Wayne 
bull. Besides all the cows they had shown 
earlier, they had nine ET Tiller heifer calves 
from one cow that were outstanding and 
had purchased embryos from the US in the 
past. Lyndon also had his agronomist and 
nutritionist explain to us how they seeded, 
fertilized, irrigated and 
grazed for maximum 
high quality dry matter 
yields. All three farms 
had center pivots to ir- 
rigate their pastures. We 
also watched them milk 
on a 50-cow rotary. A 
wonderful evening was 
had with dinner, dancing 
and music. Some stayed 
much later than others. 
The next two days 
were spent touring be- 
fore reaching our final 
destination, the Barossa 
Valley, heart of wine 
country and the World 


Guernsey Conference. Sites along the 
way were the Mt Gambier volcanic areas, 
Coonawerra Winery, and Wombania Fossil 
Center, Lake Alexandrina in the Coorong 
National Park, and the Herbig family tree. 

On March 19th we visited two more 
farms. Robert Lowke’s Belle Lin Guern- 
seys, Nuriootpa, featured 80 cows including 
Guernseys, Ayrshires, Jerseys and Holsteins 
and a small vineyard. He is a modest, ec- 
centric young man with a strong Aussie ac- 
cent. During his farm introduction he said “ 
If anyone wants to sit and do nothing, I'll be 
with you in 5 minutes.” We then visited the 
1860 Gnadenberg German Lutheran Church, 
Hill of Grace vineyard, and a memorial to 
German settlers on our way to Ray & Geral- 
dine Fiebiger & family’s Keywyn Guernseys 
at Keyneton. They also have sheep and beef 
herds and a 1750 acre farm. They had at least 
100 wet Guernseys in a paddock, separated 
from the other 100 cows, by their home to 
view and enjoy. Another great group of 
Guernsey cows! We had a light rain that 
moved our garden party inside. 

I would say the typical Aussie Guern- 
sey cows seem to have a stronger head, 
wider muzzle, and sounder feet and leg 
structure as compared to ours. Possibly due 
to genetic selection and the fact most herds 
are grazed. So after 4624 kilometers and 
1800 liters of diesel, our bus driver John 
can head home and we can enjoy the World 
Guernsey conference. 

The conference was enjoyab!e and en- 
lightening with several presentations and 
discussions on these topics and more: DNA 
Marker Assisted Selection - future effects 
and uses; Each evaluated and scored trait’s 
economic effect; Overview of each countries 
strengths, goals, and challenges; Guernsey 
Global Breeding Plan results to date; Breed- 
ing for health and fertility; Climate changes 
especially its effects on Australia; Niche 
Marketing; A2 readiness and awareness; and 
Youth scholarship fund/ youth exchange. 

In summary I would say all the blokes 
and their mates had a bloody good time in 
Australia!

M@M@MBhe living lifetime production awards 
recognize the leading lifetime pro- 
ducers of the Guernsey breed based 

on official production credits verified by 

the American Guernsey Association. The 
awards for the top cow for milk, fat and 
protein will be presented at the AGA An- 
nual Awards Breakfast on June 24, 2007 in 

Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

The Leibers Trophy was established in 
1949 by Mr. & Mrs. Otto Leibers of Lin- 
coln, Neb., to honor the cow with the high- 
est living lifetime milk production. 

In 1986, the Valley Set Award was 
established by the Ron Wenger Family of 
Goshen, Ind., to honor the cow with the 
highest living lifetime butterfat production. 

The Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders' 
Association established the Arnold Knight 


Award in 1992 to recognize the highest liv- 
ing lifetime protein producer. 

To be considered for these awards the an- 
imal must have been on official test for at least 
one month during the previous calendar year 
and an entry must be made by the owner. 

Marodore Jay Lana tops the list this 
year in all three categories for the second 
straight year. She is scored EX-91 @ 10- 
10 with an Excellent mammary system 
and is owned by Jeremy Kohler of Ma- 
rodore Farm in Baltimore, Ohio. Lana has 
amassed almost every honor the AGA of- 
fers. She was nominated All-American as 
a 4-Year-Old in 1998 and was Honorable 
Mention Jr. All-American that same year.

s I write this article I find myself 

fe with less than one month remaining 

to my adventures in New Zealand. | 

have marveled at the diverse landscapes that 

make up this gorgeous country-mountains, 

rainforests, grasslands, glaciers, and glis- 

tening blue lakes. It is no wonder why tour- 

ism is New Zealand’s number one industry. 

Conspicuously scattered along this beautiful 

terrain are the animals that generate New 
Zealand’s second largest industry- dairy. 

Don’t let New Zealand’s small size fool 


you. This country, which is comprised of 
two small islands in the South Pacific, may 
only produce 4% of the world’s total milk 
volume but it controls nearly 40% of the 
dairy products that are traded worldwide. 
How is this possible? New Zealanders ex- 
port about 95% of the milk they produce 
where countries like the United States use 
milk largely for domestic purposes. 

New Zealand has a unique dairying 
scheme and is known around the world for its 
pasture-based milking system. Farmers have 
taken advantage of high quality grasses and 
clover as a cheap feed source for their dairy 
cattle. The temperate island climate allows 
cattle to be grazed year round with dry- off 
in the winter and calving in the spring to bal- 
ance dairy cattle feed demand with pasture 
production. The economics of this system 
work out beautifully for New Zealand farm- 
ers. Although their dairy cows produce less 
milk than our larger cows on high energy ra- 
tions, farmers are paid for the total amount 
of milk solids produced and penalized for 
high milk volume. The volume charge cov- 
ers the cost of transporting and handling the 
water component since the milk is primarily 
used for cheese and butter. 

This pastoral based system also elimi- 
nates many other high costs of dairying. 
The high costs incurred from machinery 
and cattle housing are dramatically reduced 


since most farms have very little need for 
machinery and the only building generally 
needed is a milking shed. Also, the amount 
of labor needed to manage the farm is great- 
ly reduced. For example, a 700-cow farm I 
recently visited is run by four people. 
Despite the success New Zealand has 
had, I have come across one major flaw to 
the system- a lack of Guernsey cattle. This 
pastoral based method of farming is a per- 
fect match for the Guernsey breed since 
they are aggressive grazers. Guernseys 
also boast high feed efficiency, outstanding 
components and a docile temperament (a 
characteristic which is important to many 
New Zealand farmers). The New Zealand 
dairy industry has a promising market for 


the Guernsey cow and I encourage those of 


you interested in selling embryos and se- 
men overseas to look into this significant 
market. I am hopeful to return to New Zea- 
land and see more Guernsey cattle grazing 
along the beautiful terrain. 

I am looking forward to reuniting with 
many people and meeting more Guernsey 
enthusiasts at the National Convention. See 
you June 21st in Cedar Rapids!

Grand Champion of the Conference Show. 
All the sires represented in the herd 
would be too numerous to mention here, 
but some represented in the top group and 
of interest to US readers are: Brookleigh 
QH Quebec, Eby Manor Buttermost War- 
den, Coulee Crest Enhancer Storm-ET, Big 
Spring Roger, Sherma Enhancer Rosie Ni- 
tro, OverView Perfecto Tom Dee (Perfecto 
x Tom Dee), Trotacre Enhancer Tyler-ET, 
Brookland Princess Di’s Storm and Valiant 
(the results of embryos imported from the 
OCS Diadora Family), Old Homestead 
Dividend and Brown Eden Tradition. Snid- 
ers Option Aaron-ET has a trio of milking 
daughters in the herd that have Lyndon op- 
timistic about his potential. 


Notable in the heifer pens was the sig- 
nificant contribution Trotacre Loral Til- 
ler-ET is about to make in the herd. He is 
the sire of the Junior Champion from the 
Conference Show, a daughter of Brook- 
leigh Dream Applaude, 3 EX, a Glencrest 
Dreamland daughter with over 19,000M 
and out of a Fayette dam. A group of ET 
heifers out of Brookleigh BQ Bell, 5 EX, 
were also impressive at the show and on the 
farm. A Quebec from a Fayette dam, Bell 
has over 21,000M. 

By looking at the heifer pens, and lis- 
tening to Amy, I'm confident this herd has 
a bright future ahead of it.

Estimates of Heritability, Repeatability and Genetic Correlations of 
Production and Type of Guernsey Cattle. - Ernest R. Berousek, Ph. D

Ar steady progress has been made in productive performance in dairy cattle, it has been slow. f 


agement practices and better selection and breeding methods. Improvement due to environment is 
of a temporary nature as any recession of these conditions results in a recession in production. Improvement 
brought about through improved inheritance is more of a permanent nature and can be transmitted from 


generation to generation. 


The difference in production between cows is widespread. By measuring the differences between cows § 
of known relationship, means have been devised to estimate that portion of the differences due to inheri- 


tance. This value is called “heritability.” 


The problem is to devise means to determine the factors and their value that causes this variation in 
records. Adjusting records for age of the cow, times milked per day, and the length of lactation is not enough 
because all environmental factors have not been removed. By calculating the correlation or regression of 
daughter's record on dam’s record on a intro-herd, intra-sire basis, most of the error due to environmental 
differences between herds and sires have been eliminated. 

The dairy cow can have a number of records. The records of the same cow can vary considerably due 
to environmental changes each lactation. The correlation of records made by the same cow is termed “re- 
peatability” and it more or less sets the limits of “heritability.” Thus the value of “heritability” cannot exceed 


“repeatability.” 


Although milk production is the primary function of the dairy cows, purebred breeders are also inter- 
ested in the type of their animals. Type is a highly variable character and is influenced by both environmental 
and inheritance. Estimates of heritability and repeatability of type ratings can also be estimated. 

The challenge of the breeder is to breed cows with high production and high type ratings. There as a 
“phenotypic correlation” (what one can see) of production and type yet little or no “genetic correlation’ (even 
if it may be negative). The degree of success the breeder has in selecting one trait with the expectation of 
receiving a second trait will be governed by the degree of genetic correlation, not the phenotypic correlation jf 


between traits. 


For example, in earlier years the Bureau of Dairy Industry, USDA, selected their Holsteins strictly on 
production. Later when the Holstein Association started classifying and set certain type rating requirements 
of the dam before her progeny could be registered, they found they could not register many of their bull 
calves and some of their heifers. Good production did not bring about good type. Evidently in this case, there 


was not a genetic correlation between the two traits.

by Dr. Philipsson — healthy cows that breed 
back easily will live longer, no matter what 
they look like. 

Digby Gribble, the consummate cow- 
man who serves as the English Guernsey 
Cattle Society’s fieldman and chief pro- 
moter; and Bill Luff, World Federation 
Secretary, reported on the progress of the 
Guernsey Global Breeding Plan. Armed 
with a new selection index and a renewed 
commitment to sample significantly more 
young sires, the English group has been 
able to achieve excellent genetic progress 
in the past five years. 

Professor Robert Banks of Australia, 
lectured on the future of dairy cattle breed- 
ing, namely using genetic markers to pre- 
dict the genetic merit of animals. While 
perhaps not a replacement for progeny test- 
ing, this technology could be valuable, par- 
ticularly in a breed such as Guernsey with 
limited sampling resources. All young sires 
and bull mothers could be screened as very 
young animals, with those that appear des- 
tined to disappoint culled from the selection 
program very early in life. 

An excellent evening group discussion 
was held concerning youth programs. The 
US is the only country with a full slate of 
youth programs and contests, although sev- 
eral other countries have added programs 
in recent years. There was enthusiasm for 
adding programs in other countries based 
on the success the US achieves in this area. 
The perspective of the two youth in atten- 
dance, Amy Cleggett of Australia, and Na- 
tasha Marwood of New Zealand was appre- 
ciated by all. 

The conference concluded with a gala 
dinner and auction that raised money for the 
host group and the World Guernsey Federa- 
tion. Joy Vilter of Hartland, Wis., easily had 
the most overloaded suitcase following this 
fun event. 

There was much talk of the possibility 
of Australian genetics being imported into 
the US. While this has already happened on 
a limited scale with Brookleigh QH Que- 
bec, Australia has many other impressive 
bloodlines that could also benefit US breed- 
ers. I would urge you to let the AGA know 
if this interests you. 

All in all, the World Conference provid- 
ed a forum for Guernsey enthusiasts from 
all over the world to get together, compare 
notes, and realize that we are all working 
towards the same thing, each with our own 
particular set of challenges. We all desire to 
see the Guernsey breed grow and expand. 

After eating grilled kangaroo, logging 
many miles in a bus, enduring an 11-hour 
plane ride, visiting lots of caves and rock 
formations and seeing many strange wild 
animals, I think most of us were glad to re- 
turn to the US after a trip we’ll never forget.
